Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1-8, 1 1 , and 12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . Estwanick (US Pat. No. 6,031 ,044), shown in the figure below, discloses a device 
capable of being used for physical training comprising a conformable grip configured to 
accept a human hand formed in a first having medial and lateral sides (note Figures 5 
and 6), a flat elongated flexible medial strap (18 and column 3, lines 10-16) with 
respective strap end (22), a flat elongated flexible lateral strap (26 and column 3, lines 
17-21) with respective strap end (30), and a flexible clench strap within the grip (48) 
extending from the medial side to the lateral side as can be seen in the side views of 
Figures 5 and 6.

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4. Givler et al. (US Pat. No. 6,945,945), shown in the figure below, discloses a 
device capable of being used for physical training comprising a conformable grip 
configured to accept a human hand formed in a fist (note Figure 3), flat elongated 
flexible medial and lateral straps extending from the grip and having proximal ends (20 
and 20'), a hand piece (28) or 'clench strap', and the medial and lateral straps 
extending adjacent a person's ann from the grip to the person's elbow and further 
extending behind the person's shoulder. 

2. Givler fails to disclose the clench strap being flexible and further fails to teach or 
make obvious a bottom cross strap connecting the medial and lateral straps.

3. Blake (US Pat. No. 1,432.013), shown in the figure below, discloses a physical 
training device comprising a conformable grip configured to accept a human hand 
formed in a fist (note Figure 2), the grip having a medial and lateral side with a flexible 
medial and lateral straps (5, 6) extending from the respective medial and lateral sides of 
the grip, a handle (9) clenched by the user within the grip and that extends between the 
medial and lateral sides, and the grip having a most distal point for receiving the 
knuckles of a user's fist. 

4. Blake fails to disclose or make obvious a flexible clench strap or top and bottom 
cross straps connecting the medial and lateral straps. 
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5. The prior art of record fails to disclose or make obvious a physical training 
device, shown in the figure below, comprising a conformable grip configured to accept a 
human hand formed in a fist, flat elongated lateral and medial straps extending from the 
grip lateral and medial sides, respectively, a flexible clench strap within the grip, top and 
bottom cross straps connecting the lateral and medial straps, with the medial and lateral 
straps each having an open length of at least 24 inches or the medial and lateral straps 
extending adjacent the user's ami from the grip to the user's elbow and further 
extending to behind the person's shoulder.
